He is forgetful about 
details, liable to change his mind on im- 
portant public questions every few days. 
To his senatorial associates he has become 
rather petulant and even imperious. 


Senator Sherman 
himself does not 


realize the changes which have come 
over him. Herein lies one of the greatest 
dangers which comes of his appointment. 
As one of his stannchest friends said, "a 
cabinet minister, like a king, might be in 
his dotage and still be a great administrate r 
by relying upon the right kind of subordi- 
nates. But Mr. Sherman does not realize 
that there is any reason for any such 
delegation of duty." 


Many persons who believe it would be 


to the last degree dangerous to appoint 
Senator Sherman to the state department, 
think he might carry on tlie duties of the 
treasury satisfactorily enough. But the 
make-up of the two departments 
is

A NEW SCHOOL BOARD IDEA. 


Boston may have a new way of select- 


Ine • school board, the pli.nfor which ia 
interesting to the people of every city. 
Mor* than ev«r it looks to the concentra- 
tion ol power in the mayor, an idea which 
is not unpopular In any of the new city 
charter* now being iramec:. 


In the legislature Thursday Mr. Keliher 


of Boston introduced a bill providing that 
after February 1,1893, the school commit- 
tee of the city of Boston shall be desig- 
nated as the school board and shall con- 
sist of seven members, at pointed by the 
mayor of the city, subject x» the confirma- 
tion of the board of a dermeu. Two 
members of the board t ball always be 
women, and of the remaining five mem- 
bers no more than thre<; shall ever be 
members of any one politi oal party. 


After the passage of thit act. If it passes, 


there Is to be DO further Section by the 
people of the members of the school com- 
mittee of the city; bat the present mem- 
bers of the committee shall continue in 
office regardless of the expiration of terms 
of services, as now limit<:d bylaw, until 
February 1, 18%, and :.hall continue to 
serve after that day until such time as the 
members of the new school board pro- 
vided for shall have bee i appointed and 
confirmed, and organized as provided. 


The mayor in 1897 is to appoint three 


members of the board x> serve for the 
ten ol three years fron February next 
ensuing, two members to serve for the 
term of one year from that day: and 
thereafter; in the moi th of January in 
each year, the mayor of Boston shall ap- 
point two or three metibers, as the case 
may be, in place of mem >e» whose term 
expires ou the first daj of February, to 
serve for the term of t tiree years from 
tb.it day. 
They shall organize each 


year. The chairman of .he board may be 
paid such salary as ma; be voted by the 
board! subject to the approval of the 
mayor, but all the oth ?r members shall 
serve without pay.

It ecld only cribs, At 
other places the sale of criba greatly ex- 
ceeded that of cradles. 


Of the cradles now sold ouly the 


cheapest are made to rock on rockers iu 
the old fashioned way. 
By far tbe 


greater number swing between stand- 
ards. There are now made, however, 
cradles that rock on platform rockers. 
like those of the modern platform rock> 
ing chair. 


Various reasons are assigned for the 


•nbatitutiou of the ciib for the cradle. 
The crib takes np less room and is ]e*s 
in tbe way than tbe cradle, with ita 
lockers, It ia better for the child and 
it makes less work for the mother. Ac- 
customed to a crib, the child is put to 
Bleep there with much less care and la- 
bor. The modern baby carriage, vastly 
more comfortable and convenient than 
the old time baby carnage, has iu some 
degree taken the place of tbe cradiu.

greatest growth and prospertity the 
country had everseen came suddenly in 
1879, after several months, of disappoint- 
ment because specie resumption had 
not yet brought the benefit* expected.

8uch gradual and steady improvement 
bus been in progress for more than two 
months. The output of pig- iron has 
gained 12.3 per cent, in December and 
41.6 per cent, since October 1.
